By tha Bursting of a Tank- A Frlghtfa 
and Peculiar A eel dan t at Palatine, III. 

PALAViMg, Iii., April 17. — While 1 view- 
ing the wreck of a freight train on tl>' 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad neat' 
thle city to-day, Ave persons wore killed 
by the bursting of a large water tank. Tho 
accident occurred at flveo'clock thia aflor- 
noon, and it ia supposed that tho collision 
of the freight train in the immediate 
vicinity in the morning had jarred 
the immense tank, containing ono hun- 
dred thouaand gallons of water, and 
loosened or erscked the hoops, which gavw 
way while a large crowd of country peoplo 
were slaodiiig immediately under tho 
structure When It collspaed snd fell It 
burled the people under the wreckage and 
water. Two boys and four men were 
killed outright, two other* wero fatally 
and a number seriously Injured. The killed 
wore Kdward Wenke, William Darms, 
George Mayor, William Mayor and Prod 
Boeder. The injured are John Aamuat 
and Charlea Burma. The Meyers wore 
brothers and both quite youthful. Btorma 
ai»n i* very young. The tank wa* a huge 
affair, eonatructed of upright oak plank*, 
twetrty-four feet long and tour Inchca 
thick. While Iho crowd wero gaping, 
at the w reckon a abo/p crack was heard 
above, and tho people Scattered in all di- 
rections. Nothing further happening, tho 
crowd again gathered. Suddenly, without 
further forewarning, tlio groat iron hoops 
holding the limben in pluoo burst *imul 
taneou*ly. The flooring and *vpports re- 
mained intaot, bul tho ro»t of the struc- 
ture and Its burden of water was project- 
ed in all directions upon tho peoplo bolow, 
crushing and smothering them horribly. 
An eye-witnesa nays that, hail the acci- 
dent occurred earlier In thn afternoon, 
when the crowd was thick, it would cer- 
tainly have resulted fn tha loss of half a 
hundred lives.
